POLE OR RUNNING BEANS. 


These should not be planted until the weather 
has become warm, and the ground dry—from 10th 
to 15th of May in this latitude. The soil should 
be well emiched. Set poles tuur feet apart each 
way and plant six to eight beans around them 
about one inch deep, and when well started thin 
out to three good plants to each hill. The Limas, 
being more tender and liable to rot in the ground, 
if it is cold and wet, must be planted later, say 
about the last of May or first week in June. They 
should be planted edgewise with the eye down and 
about two inches deep. Picking the pods as fast 
as the beans are large enough to use will lengthen 
the time of bearing.

SUGAR BEETS. 


The Sugar Beets, while used principally in the 
manufacture of sugar, are very valuable for stock 
feeding and most excellent for table use.

THE MAKING AND KEEPING OF A LAWN. 


The successful keeping as well as making of a 
beautiful lawn lies most largely in the thorough 
preparation, before a seed is sown. 

In fitting the ground, care should be taken to 
have the work properly done throughout; but if 
slighted in the beginning it will be a constant 
source of annoyance and expense. The soil 
should be thoroughly harrowed and raked to re- 
duce to as fine a condition as possible, as well as 
to level it, as nothing detracts so much from the 
appearance of a lawr as an uneven surface. Sow 
the seed as early in the spring as convenient, the 
earlier the better if the soil is in good condition, 
or it may be sown very well in August. After 
the seed has been sown it should be raked lightly 
so as to cover it about one-fourth inch deep, and 
then rolled with a hand roller, unless it is thor- 
oughly watered, to settle the soil about the seed. 
As a fertilizer we would recommend pure bone 
meal as being lasting in its effects and free from 
weed seeds. Apply at the rate of 600 to 1,000 lbs. 
to acre. No one kind of grass will make a lawn 

-that will keep beautifully green all through the 
season, but a mixture of several is essential, as 
some varieties are more luxuriant in the spring, 
others in summer, and again others in autumn, 
and a proper combination of these various sorts 
is required to create and maintain a perfect car- 
pet-like lawn. Our Velvet Sod Mixture is most

Hardy Annuals, Biennials and Perennials can be 
sown in the open ground early in the spring if 
desired, and Biennials and Perennials will not 
require any protection in winter. The bloom- 
ing period of all classes may be greatly ex- 
tended by picking off the flowers as soon as 
they begin to fade. 

Half Hardy Annuals, Biennials and Perennials 
should not be sown in open ground until settled 
warm weather, though they can be sown in the 
house, if desired, early, and afterwards trans- 
planted.

There is no flower grown that is more popular, 
or that is more admired by all than the Sweet Pea, 
with its dainty coiors and delicate perfume. For 
cutting, for bouquets, vases, corsage and button- 
hole wear, no flower except the Rose can compare 
with them. To succeed best they should be sown 
as soon as the ground can be worked in the spring, 
and when well up given brush or strings to sup- 
port them. May also be sown late in fall and will . 
bloom earlier. They commence to bloom early, 
and if the flowers are picked as soon as they fade, 
will continue all summer. If it is cold and wet at 
sowing time the white seeded varieties should be 
covered with boards, as heavy rains are liable to 
hinder their germinating. The following list has 
been carefully selected and will be found to cover 
the entire range of colors and shades, all of them 
being of the large flowering type and of good 
form and substance.

WATER LILIES. 


The flowers are most fascinating, interesting 
and beautiful, and no other plants can be grown 
with so little trouble or risk of failure. The hardy 
varieties may be planted as soon as vegetation be- 
gins in the spring. If not convenient to grow 
them in a pond or lily tank (which is preferable), 
they may be grown in tubs, several varieties being 
well adapted to this mode of culture. A warm 
sheltered position, yet with full exposure to sun- 
shine, should be selected. Fill the tubs two-thirds 
full of turfy soil, enriched with decomposed hot- 
bed or farm-yard manure; cover with two inches 
of sand and fill with water. The crowns of the 
plant should be placed just under the surface of 
the soil. The tropical varieties are admirably 
adapted for outdoors in summer, if planted at the 
approach of warm weather. before which time 
they can be grown in-doors in pots set in tubs of 
water. In planting Nelumbiums, give them more 
root room than Nymphezas; if grown in tubs two 
or three inches of water will suffice.
